Non-point source pollution 
may sound meaningless, but 
it isin fact responsible for a 
majority of the pollution in 
Utah’s streams, according to 
Jim Paraskeva, chief of the 
Environmental Quality sec- 
tion, Utah Department of Ag- 
riculture. 

Paraskeva reports that 
more than 1,200 of 2,850 
stream miles assessed 
showed impairments by non-

point sources of pollution. 
Non-point pollution origin- 
ates from the land itself and 
from uses of the land. It is 
not easy to identify nor con- 
trol and is distinguished from 
point sources by its disper- 
sion. Point sources are easy 
to locate and usually ema- 
nate from a single pipe. 
Pollutants such as sedi- 
ment, nutrients and pesti- 
cides may be carried by 
storms or snowmelt into 
lakes and streams. A report 
by the Utah Department of 
Health indicates that natural 
sources of pollution cause a 
Majority of the problems; 
however, man-related sources 


including agriculture and ur- 
ban runoff also play a role. 

The Clean Water Act re- 
cently adopted by Congress 
contained a provision to con- 
trol pollution from non-point 
surces. In order to be eligible 
for federal funds to imple- 
ment this program, state 
must assess their problems 
and develop management 
plans. 

The assessment must iden- 
tify waters in the state which 
are impacted by non-point 
sources and the kinds of pol- 
lution causing the impacts. 

Utah’s management plan 
will identify repsonsibilities 
for carrying out the program.
